Many Atlantans Remember 

Exploits in Atlanta of Da- 
vid Lamar, Who Comes 
Soon to Serve Two Years’ 
Sentence in Prison. 


When David Lamar comes from New 
York city to spend two vears in the 
federal prison there will return to 
the city a “Get-Rich-Quick Walling- 
fora” who at one time “flew high” in 


Atlanta. 
Lamar, who since nis sojourn in New 
rk, was called the “Wolf of Wall 
treet,” was convicted of defrauding 
various Wall street firms by imper- 
sonating Congressman Palmer, of 
Pennsylvania, and sentenced to serve 
two years in the penitentiary. The 
United States supreme court has up- 
held the decision of the lower court, 
and he must now serve his sentence. 

The “Wolf of Wall Street” is well 
known in Atlanta and other southern 
cities. Among his acquaintances in 
this city is Dr. Joseph Jacobs, Who is 
said to be the only one of his victims 
who ever made him refund. 

Lamar’s Career Here. 

Lamar landed in Atlanta in 1891. He 
was a very handsome young man with 
black hair and a curling black mus- 
tache.. With him was his wife, a very 
beautiful blonde. 

He called upon a well-known news- 
paper man and offered him $200 for 
the first three months, $300 for the 
next three months and thereafter most 
any salary asked for, but refused to 
state his business. The newspaper 
man declined and Lamar said to him: 

“Yes, and you will always be plod- 
ding along at starvation wages.” 

“But I won’t land in jail,” was the 
retort. 

Lamar organized a wildcat insurance 
company and stung a citizen to the 
tune of $2,000. For this he was tried 
in Justice Landrum's court, but hav- 
ing, like the original Wallingford, kept 
“within the law,” the case against him 
was dismissed. 

His next venture in Atlanta was a 
stock company to promote street car 
advertising. He was so very plausible 
that he got several citizens to, “join 
him.” — them was Dr. Jacobs. 
Ot course, it failed to pan out. 

Insurance Company Next. 

He then organized an accident in- 
suran y for railroad em- 
loyees,— offices in the 


ot John H. James and got a credit 


bogus check for a Hke amount, it is 
said. With the account and bank book 
he induced a society young man to 
buy a half interest for $7,500. 

The insurance soon “failed,” and La- 
mar had all the money. A warrant was 
sworn out for him and when the bailiff 
went for him Lamar asked to be ex- 
cused while he finished his dinner with 
his wife. He was living at that time 
in a fine home on Cone street. It is 
said that while the bailiff waited in the 
hall with a warrant, Lamar dined with 
his beautiful wife and chatted and 
laughed as if nothing was about to 
happen. 

On the way to the police station La- 
mar stepped into the Postal Telegraph 
company’s office and left papers with- 
out being detected. Subsequently the 
papérs were turned over to his wife, 
without officers knowing it. 

While under arrest he paid a bailiff 
$10 a day to guard him and walk about 
the streets with him. : 

He also beat this case in the courts. 


Goes to Mobile. 


Having about “worked” Atlanta to 
the limit, he left and went to Mobile, 
where he “bought” the waterworks and 
the street car company. He also got 
out of that deal, after pocketing a few 
thousand. 

He then went to New York, where 
he became the secretary of Russell 
Sage, the multi-millionaire. He went 
on Wall street, won prizes with his 
fine stock: at horse shows and lived 
high. 

Dr. Jacobs heard of Lamar in New 
York, recognized the name and decid- 
ed to calf upon him. Lamar sent out 
word by his office boy that he could 
not see the gentleman from Atlanta. 

“You tell Mr. Lamar,” Dr. Jacobs 
told the office boy, “that he will see 
Dr. Jacobs, of Atlanta.“ 

Lamar admitted the “gentleman from 
Atlanta,” and the result was that Dr. 
Jacobs collected then and there every 
cent that Lamar had swindled him out 
of. And the hey ogg from Atlanta.“ 
it is said, was the only person who 
made the Get-Rich-Quick Wallingford 
“cough up.” 

So when Mr. Lamar comes to Atlanta 
he will return to one of his old haunts, 
where he is weil, if not very favorably,

Both Charleston and Wash- 

ington Receive Reports 
That Boat Has Been Sight- | 
‘ed—Georgia Boy on K-5 


FORMER ATLANTAN ON BOAT. 


First reports which indicated that 
the submarine K-5 had been. lost 
caused much concern in Atlanta yes- 
terday among the friends and rela- 
tives of Clarence Wilson, formerly 
of this city. A letter from him to 
his brother, George M. Wilson, an 
attorney with offices in the Third 
National Bank building, said that 
he was going to the K-5 a few days 
ago to resume work on the subma- 
rine which he performed for a num- 
ber of months. Clarence Wilson re- 
sided in Atlanta for a number of 
years prior to enlisting in the navy. 
He held a position with the Geor- 
gia Railway and Power company, 
giving it-up to go into the navy. For 
many months he had charge of the 
electrical apparatus on the K-5. Mr. 
Wilson is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
G: I. Wilson, of Moreland, Ga., and 
came to Atlanta from that place. 


Charleston, S. C., January 31.— With 
the statement here tonight by Captain 
B. C. Bryan, commandant of the 
Charleston navy yard, that the tank 
steamer C. A. Canfield reported having 
sighted off the Florida coast what ap- 


peared to be the missing submarine}. 


K-5, belief was expressed that the sub- 
marine was safe and proceeding on ae 
course to Key West. Captain 3 
statement as given out here was th

The .Canfield’s report as given 
out here contained no details and did 
not say what steps she might have 
taken to make positive the identifica- 
tion. 

Jupiter Inlet Hes some fifty miles 
north of Palm Beach, Fla., and in the 
route of the K-5 from New York to 
Key West.

Clarence Wilson, an electrician, More- 
land, Ga., is listed at the navy depart-

Captain Bryan said that a subma- 
rine was sighted 12 miles north of 
Jupiter Inlet, bound south, and that 
since the K-5 is the only submarine 
in those waters he was satisfied that 
the K-5 was the craft sighted. 
SUBMARINE SAFE, 

WASHINGTON SAYS: 


Washington, January 31.—A message 
what her officers believed to be the 


noon off the Florida east coast reached 
the navy department tonight from the 
commandant of the Charleston, S. C., 
navy yard. It strengthened officials 
here in their belief that the K-5 had 
met with no harm despite failure of all 
efforts to locaté her since she disap- 
peared in. a fog off Charleston early 
yesterday. 

Commandant Bryan’s dispatch report- 
ed receipt of this radio from Jupiter 
Inlet, Fla.: “Steamer D. A. Canfield 
reports what appeared to be scubmarine 
K-65 at 5:30 p. m., January 31, twelve 
miles north of Jupiter, bound south, 
signed, Captain Fenn.” Officials said 
the position given coincided with the 
orders under which the - submersible 
was proceeding from New York for 
Key West and reiterated their pre- 
vious assertions that she probably had 
continued on her course after becom- 
ing separated from her sister ships. 

The department's efforts to clear. up 
all doubt as to the K-65 continued, 
though officials were firm in their 
opinion that the vessel’s failure to re- 
spond to wireless inquiries was due 
entirely to the short range of her wire- 
less.

“Under the law of Georgia, the leg- 
islature, under. the authority of the 
clause of the constitution, ‘subject to 
such regulations as may be provided by

While it is 
inconceivable that such a condition 
should arise, if the prison board should 
see fit not to act upon application 
or to delay the hearing upon the same 
for an unreasonable time, the governor 
could take the application in hand and 


fact thereon, because the constitutional 


provision granting to the legislature / 
the authority to prescribe rules relative 
to the manner of applying for pardons 
cannot be employed to deprive the gov- 
ernor of the superior power of grant- 
ing pardons.” 

Can Grant Conditional Pardon. 


In connection with the Perdue case, 
the ruling of the attorney general is 
specifically that the governor can grant 
a ditional pardon to any extent ex- 
cept that of banishing a man from the 
his will. 

In the case of’ Perdue the prison com- 
mission recommends that the governor 
grant a pardon to the prisoner on con- 
dition that the prisoner keep sober,, 
keep the peace, violate no criminal law 
and conform with other similar condi- 
tions. Such a pardon would have prac- 
tically the same effect as a parole. 

‘Perdue was convicted of murder in 
Pike county about six or seven years 
ago. He is now serving upon the chain 
gang of Upson county. Perdue was 
tried three times, The result of his 
first trial was a.conviction and a sen- 
82 of fifteen years. He asked for | colder

NEW REGISTRATION LAW DOES. 
NOT APPLY IN CITY ELECTIONS 
Although it will not be necessary 

for ve to register in the coming 

state and county elections, under the 
permanent registration law enacted by 

e legislature in August, 1913, pro- 
viding they have registered since the 
Passage of the act, it still remains nec- 
essary for voters to register annually 
for all municipal elections, as the law 
does not make any provision for per- 
manent qualification books for cities. 
Thus it was that all the voters of At- 
lanta had to register again for the 
recent recall election. 

The new law provides that the tax 
collector shall keep a permanent regis- 
tration book in which all voters shall 
register once, and that this book shall 
be checked by the board of registrars 
each two years and the registration list 
be made up from this book. his ap- 
plies in county and state elections. 

The foregoing is the theory of the 
new law. It is stated, however, that in 

ractical operation the permanent reg- 
stration law does not work out well 
in the so-called “big city” counties. 
The reason for this is that so many 
voters 8 their addresses between 
elections. ax Collector Andy Stew- 
art, of Fulton county, states that it is 
his belief that 60 per cent of the peo- 
ple of Atlanta move at least once a 
year. The result of this is that a man 
will register while his address is in 
one ward and when he goes to vote he 
will be living in another ward and will 
find his vote challenged. Mr. Stewart 
cites an instance where a voter in the 
recent recall election lived in three dif- 
ferent wards between the time of his 
registration and the time he voted in 
that election.

There are five chief evils recorded against 
. The first four can be named 
the filler evil, the color evil, the flavor evil, . 
and the preservative evil. The fifth and most 
insidious evil of them all, which you are not 
yet prepared to confront, but which will be 
treated in due time and in its proper place, 
is responsible for tenfold—yes, a hundred- 
fold—more miseries than all the other evils 
combined. 


The filler evil is now regarded as a crime 


| by all the state departments of agriculture 


where poultry food or cattle food is con- 
cerned. As far as shipping a food from one 
state into another is concerned, the federal 
government also recognizes the filler evil as 
a crime. The manufacturer who practices it 
is required to leave some inconspicuous ten- 
tale evidence behind in the form of small 
print upon the label. 

In such foods as are consumed in the 
state in which they are manufactured and 
do not cross the statę line into another state, 
even this telltale evidence is not required 
except in a few communities, where an alert 
commissioner of agriculture is active. 

The experiment stations of nearly every 
state in the union have shown to the agri- 
cultural department the enormity of faking 
cow-food and earth-food, which have been 
followed by many successful prosecutions, 
never heard of by the common people, al- 


though such prosecutions have been based on 
no other ground than the evil so complacent- 
ly tolerated in the preparation of human 
foods. | 

In other words, cattle food and fertilizer 
are considered by the state and federal gov- 
ernments as of more importance than human 
food. As we go along the reason for this 
will be revealed, and in its proper place the 
remedy will be suggested. 

Dr. Wiley’s first work, away hack in 1882, 
was the ejection of worthless fillers from the 
earth-food fertilizers sold to farmers for re- 
plenishing their soil with the food elements 
consumed by last year's crop and which 
therefore had to be put back into the earth 
in order that there might be a crop the fol- 
lowing year. 

The commercial cow-food, loaded with 
foodless materials like the commercial earth- 
food, was found to fail utterly in the work 
which it was intended to accomplish, and 
now, after thirty-five years of common sense 
experience with soil, plants and animals, with 
thorough knowledge of the meaning and 
cause of soil starvation, crop failure and an- 
imal disease, our poor human beings persist 
in pooh-poohing the idea of pure food for 
their children. 

Pure food for the soil; pure food for the 
plant; pure food for the animal; for man 
and his children—anything! 

Those who manufacture foodless foods for 
human beings tell us we have no constitu- 
tional right to-interfere with their industry. 
Education of the masses, however, will bring 
about the necessary change. The facts will 
‘follow in battalions.

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Editor Constitution: The necessity for an 
American merchant marine is universally 
admitted. ‘The propriety of a government 
owned American merchant marine is much 
disputed. 

Great Britain at the outbreak of the pres- 
ent war had under its flag about 45 per cent 
of the world’s sea-going tonnage. In the 
early forties, Samuel Cunard was granted a 
subsidy of. 80,000 pounds per annum for a 
monthly service, with four steamships, from 
Liverpool to New York. The British adopted 
the policy of subsidizing steamship lines 
until such lines could demonstrate their abil- 
ity to sustain themselves without public 
bounty. This being done, the subsidy was 
withdrawn. This policy of. temporary aid 
was furnished many other companies be- 
sides the Cunard line. 

The number of merchant ships under the 
British flag at the outbreak of the war was 
10,123. Germany, after its imperial organ- 
ization, as Professor Lowell says, with a. 
constitution much like the by-laws of a trad- 
ing company, adopted and imitated the pol 
icy of Great Britain, with the result that 
at the outbreak of the war there were 2,090 
steamships under the German flag. Japan, 
also, adopted the British method, and at the 
outbreak of the war had 1,103 ocean-going 
steamships. Although the first steamship 
that ever crossed the sea was the Savannah, 
sailing under the American flaz in 1819, at 
the outbreak of the war the number of 
ocean-going vessels under the American flag 
was only 1,113. Of course, the entire mer- 
chant marine of England, Germany and Japan 
is privately owned, and not owned by the 
state. If America should attempt the system 
of government owned merchant marine, and 
start out, with a $50,000,000 corporation or 
a $50,000,000 appropriation, this would pre- 
pare for ocean commerce less than one hun- 
dred steamships of ocean-going character, 
about like the average small ocean-going 
ships now owned by private compantes. 

As the constitution of the United States 
provides that congress shall give “no pref- 
erence in any regulation of commerce or 
revenue to the ports of one state over the 
ports of another,” is it not pertinent to ask 
from what ports the government owned mer- 
chant marine would sail? With considerably 
more than one hundred ocean ports of the 
Pacific, the Atlantic and the gulf, would not 
the government open a Pandora box by at- 
tempting, with less than one hundred ships, 
to distribute public favor in the matter of 
foreign commerce on the basis of equality? 
Year before last, there were over 23,000 de- 

artures of vessels from American ports to 
oreign ports. About ‘one-fourth of these 
departures were from New York, and about 
one per cent from Savannah: so, which ports 
would be served by the government owne 
merchant marine? : 

Then, is it not pertinent to ask, as our 
attitude must be one of neutrality, to what 
countries these government owned merchant 
ships will go? Such a line could not carry 
Wheat to Argentina, because the Argentine 
tariff is 40 per cent ad valorem, and, there- 
fore, practically excludes American wheat. 
Such a line could not carry cotton to Brazil, 
because import duty on cotton to Brazil 
is 71-4 cents per pound, and this, of course, 
is prohibitive.
